For, whatever ſome may ſuggeſt, none but Con- 
vinced Sinners, are _— of entertaining right 
conceptions of Goſpel-Grace. An Unconvinced 
Sinner, cart in any ſaving meaſure underſtand, 


much leſs comprehend the glory of this myſtery ; 


for whoever would be ſavimely acquainted with 
at, muſt know, and believe, that ſo many, and ſo 


great are his tranſgreſſions, that, unleſs he be made 


the object. thereof, he ut eternally undone. Whence 


"rzs impoſſible, that any ſhould diſcc'ver unto Thee 
the true Notion: of this Grate, and not at the 


ſame tinie ſhew, who are the proper objeQts of 


it : Nor can any ſhew who are the proper ob* 


jects of it; unleſs they acquaint Thee with the ſtate 
of thoſe perſons, that ſhall be made the attual par- 


takers thereof, which cannot be without an mſiſt< 
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To the well-meaning, _ 


all ſuch : for Grace zs to the miſerable, to thoſe, 
who in the ſenſe of fin, labour, and are heavy Ia- 
den; and therefore the firſt work of @ Goſpel 
Miniſter, w to preach up Repentance towards 
God, and then Faith in the Lord Feſus Chriſt. 
Yea, we muſt firſt, (if e will be faithful ) ac- 
quaint yeu with your fin, and your danger, aſſu- 
ring you,that although you were Jrom eternity eleCt- 
ed, your ſins were not actually im God's fight par- 
dined from eternity, nor from the day of Chriſ?'s 


death, nor from the imme you were firſt conceived 


in the womb ; for every Elect Soul, 2yvhile under 
the reigning pewer of Unbelief, and other Luſts, 
& unpardoned, and in a ſtate of condemnation ; 
whence notwithſtanding ow eleftton, if you would 
receive an actual pardon , you muſt po ro God 
through Chriſt for it ; yea,you muſt recerue Chriſt 
in your hearts by Faith; and that you may, we 
muſt beſeech you, as in Chriſt's ſtead, that you 
come wnto Chriſt ; but come unto Chriſt with- 
out Faith and Repentance , you cannot ; for 


our coming wnto Chriſt, x our believing 


the Lord Chriſt, which belizving includes Gcfpel 


Repentance, which cannot be without conviction 
of Sin. 


The Doftrine of Free-Grace thus rightly ſta- 
ted, is a Point of the higheſt Concern to all the 
Children of Fallen Man, leading us unto a due 
cloſing with ſuch other "I'ruths, as are alſo of very

tent importance,viz. The neceſſity of cohviction 
of fin, in order to a right believing ; and of rhat 
Faith, which includes in it the entire Principle 
of Goſpel Repentance, 2s antecedent unto our 
actual juſtification 7 God's ſight. Al which 
Goſpel Trarhs, how neceſſary ſcever to ſalvation, 
are ſadly neglefed by ſuch, as underſtand not the 
Scripture Notion of Free-Grace ; which being ſo, 
have thought my ſelf the more oblig'd to do my 
utmost for thy relief, who art in danger of being 
trawn afide, not only to the contemning the but 
nov mentioned Truths, but moreover to an entere 
taining many a Dangerous Error, concerning our 
Lord TFeſns Chriit, as if he bore not only the 
Guilt ad Puniſhment, but alſo the Filth of our 
Sin; and as if what the Lord Feſis hath done 
for the Church, would exempt the Elect from the 
neceſlity there z5 of their Repenting, Believing 
and Rendring a ſincere Obedience to the end of 
their Lives. ; | 
Theſe, and many other Errors, that are but tov 
firmly Iinkt unto *em, are of different miſchievous 
influences ; ſome tending to the diſcountenancinp 


_ Holineſs, as others do tro the advancing Prophane- 


neſs, and a gratifying the Papilts ;- all which, be- 
fides what I have already done, I will, for thy 
greater Caution, particularly evince.

2. The Object of this Grace is 91an. (For I 
deſign not to mention the Grace ſhewn the 4n- 
gels, but to 74an,) as he 1s uncapable of meri- 
ting the leaſt inſtance of Divine Love, yea Man, 
as he hath by his f1n incurr'd the juſt diſpleaſure 
of Aimighty God. Grace rhen is God himſelf in- 
clining, or rather purpoſing and determining to 
ſhew tavour freely; freely, (t e) becauſe he 211), 
God will have mercy on whom he will have mercy, 
yea, and becauſe he 2yi// have mercy.

N ſhewing how, it hath pleaſed the Lord tv 
[| make a Glorious diſplay of his Grace, I 
ſhall not ſpeak all, that may be ſaid, nor inſiſt 
on every particular, which thoſe would, that 
{ Cdelign large treatiſes, but reſolving to be thort, 
| TJ will confine my ſelf to ſuch things as doin a 
more eſpecial manner, ſer forth, and illuſtrate 
the Glory of this Grace. 
TI might inſiſt on that great inſtance of Grace, 
which, according to the eternal counſel of God, 
was given us all in Adam, in that we were cre- 
ated after Gods own Image, in Knowledge, Righ- 
zeouſneſs and true Holmeſs, at which time Righ- 
teouſneſs was not only concreated with us, but 
created as that which was connatural unto us, 
whereby, Man was capable without the help of 


B 4 any 
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any ſuperadded grace, ſupernatural to that ſtate 
of integrity and perfeCtion, to render the requi- 
red obedience, that was neceſſary to the obtain- 
mg a further happineſs, when man was alſo 
mide the Lord and Sovereign of this lower crea- 
tion, having received a right to all the Glory of 
this world, in that there was but the propriety unto 
and uſe of one only tree denyed him. This 1s an ad- 
mirable inſtance of Free-Grace, in that man was 
in his fr/&-make, fo noble a creature, much a- 
bove the brutes and all other inferior animals, 
and bur little Jower than the Holy Angels them- 
ſelves.

3. As God from everlaſting determined the [al- 
vation of all the Children of faln man, on their 
ſmcere faith and ſound repentance, yea, and to bear 
long with the worſt of ſmmers, even 1o, ſuch was 
the ſuperabundance of his infinitely free Iove, as 
70 purpoſe the attual giving unto lome ſincere faith 
and ſound repentance,that fo, they might be ſaved. 

God would not, that 41] ſhould periſh, and 
therefore although the wickedneſs of all was 
_ great, yet, the Lord determined to extend his 
infinite grace to ſome, that they might, by recei- 
ving faith from God, and all thoſe other graces, 
which are the merits and purchaſe of Chriſts 
blood, &c. and the work of Chriſt's Spirit, be 
eternally ſaved. 

Theeternal purpoſe of giving this ſuperabun- 
dant graces called Ele&ion; about which obſerve 
theſe tollowing particulars. | 


I. God hath Elefed ſome to life everlaſting. 
This 1s acknowledged by the Remonſtrants, who 
have corrupted this doctrine in part, and ſhall be

N piving a truely Scriptural, a full, and fa- 
6 ri anſwer unto this difficulty, we ſhall 


have a fair occaſion of ſhewing, How, and after 
what manner, Free-Grace 15, in its Excellencies, 
diſplayed. But, that we may entertain right con- 
ceptions concerning this thing, we muſt care-

But that the 
Guilt 1s ſeparable from the filth of {in, 1s eaſily 
111uſtrated, by the Aderaphor of a Debtor, Cred:- 
ter, and Surety, according to the Rules of Law. 
A Debtor is liable to pay one thouſand pounds 
unto his Creditor. This hableneſs s Guilt. Inde

Guilt may be the product of his own extrava- 
gancy or Fault: But this debtor becoming Inſol-

But ſince Laws would ap- 
pear to be but /adicrous and feeble things, with- 
outa due execution of the threatned evil, caſting 
the worlt of reflections upon the Lawgiver, 
God, who 1s Infinitely Wije, Holy, Fauſt, and 
Righteous giveth molt i]luſtrious inſtances of the 
Excellency of his Laws, in that there is a day, in 
which ſearch ſhall be made after the tranſgreſ> 
ſour, and when all ſuch, as ate found guilty ſhall 
be condemned to the threatned pumſhment ; for 
God wyl by no means clear the guilty, . Exod. 
34. 7. They that ſhall preſume .to Fuftifie the 
wicked, or, condemn the Righteorrs, even they 
both are an abomination unto the Lord, Prov. 
17. 15. Whence*tis a thing moſt unjuſt to puniſh 
the Innocent, and permit the Guilty to go free : 


which 
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which being ſo, it follows, that whoever is 
juſtly punithed, muſt be really guilty of his owr 
or of anothers fault; to puniſh any as not guilty, 
Or AS INNOCENT, 18 as great an act of injuſtice, as 
"tis, 70f to puniſh thoſe who at the Judgment- 
Seat are found'Gui/ty. Theſe truths carry their 
own evidence with them, proclaiming this other; 
namely, That if the Lerd Feſus Chriſt did bear 
the I uniſhment of cur iniquities; 1t was, becauſe 
aniccedently thereunto, the Guilt of our iniquities 


as laid on him ; And that the Lord did under- 


go the puniſhment of our ſins can never be denied 
by any, that believe the fore-mentioned texts, 'it 
being ſo exprels, That be hath born cur priefs, 
and carryed our ſorrows; he was wounded for our 
trar;ſcreſſions, he was bruiſed fur our iniquities, yea, 
the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of ns all, 
he was made ſm, and a Carſe, But in what ſenſe, 
if not in this, Thar at leaſt the puniſhment of our 
iniquity was laid on Chrit? Is not this fo plain 
that neither Arminian, nor Papiſt do preſume to 
deny it ? Bellarmine, I am ſure, aflerts it, and 
if the Puniſhment of {in be laid on Chrilt, fince 
tis done by the Lord who is Juſ?, it muſt be 
becauſe antecedently to the infliction of puniſh- 
ment; Guilt was laid on him, for otherwiſe not 
only the Innocent would be punifhed, but more- 
over as Inmcent, which is juſtice; for, although 
an Innocent Perſon may juſtly undergo ſevere 


« puniſhments; yet not as Innocent, but as guilty 


of another's Faults. For 
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For the fuller clearing this Truth Ple only

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Guilt. And as no piiniſhment but for guilt, {6 
no Reward but for Righteouſneſs, for as Reatus

1s dignitas premi propter obedientiam perfettam, 
and the Reward is for righteouſneſs. From the 
whole it muſt be noted, 'That as Guilt, which 
3s ſins  extrinſecal roſe unto the threatning of 
the Law, may paſs from the actual ſinner, and 
be made the guilt of him who knew no ſin, 
withour a paſling of the aCtual fin; even ſo Righ- 
zeouſneſs, which is the extrinſecal reſpect of Holi- 
eſs unto the promiſſory part of the Law, may 
paſs from Chrift, who is perfectly Holy, to ano- 
ther that 1s not ſo. 


This being ſo ris eaſy to conclude, 


I. That the Reward of Chrifts obedience 
may be actually given out unto all ſuch, as are 
unted unto Chriſt. As the puniſhment of mans 
fiti, was laid on Chriſt, even ſo the Reward of 
Chriſts Holineſs thall be given unto the believer. 
The Reward, confidered ſtrictly, and in an

'Thus Peter ſaid unto 
Simon the Sorcerer, pray God, if perhaps he 
will forgive the thoughts of thy here; For 
when the wicked do pray, and hear the word, 
although their prayers, &C.--=-arc an abomination 
unto the Lord,in tha: they do not pray with that 
Faith and Love , &:, thiy ought; yer, cven in 
that they do both proy zvd hear the word, 
they are not fo .*5min.cic, as they would be, 
ſhould they r7ota//y ncgictt rhefe uuties. For, 
he, who pray's with an wnſound heart, fails as' 19 
oors 
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the manner of prayer, but he, who prays not"at 
all, fails as to the matter as well as 72anner, and 
conſequently 15 the greater tranſgreſſor : Again, 
he who prays and hears the word, is in a 19 
way of receiving a bleiling from the Lord, than 
he, who will neither pray, nor hear the word. 
In the diſcharge of theſe duties, we may meet 
with God, tis probable, becauſe frequently it 
hath 'been fo ; but he who lives in the conſtant 
neglect of them, is in danger of loſing his im- 
mortal ſoul eternally.

From the whole that hath been ſaid, *tis moſt 
certain, that the manifold grace of God, hath 
been diverſly extended to mankind m general, 
and to ſome in particular. 1. To mankind in 
general, and that in theſe following reſpects.

ſamed Humane Nature, in which, he ſuftered, 


and fulhiled all righteouſneſs, to the end mans 
Salvation might become poſſible. 'The Lord 
might have left us all in that helpleſs, and 
deſperatcly nuſerable ſtate, in which we with 
the fallen Angels were once fixed : But, God ex- 
tended rhe riches of his grace towards fallen man, 
even, when the leaſt favour was not ſhewn the' 


fallen Angels. 


2. Jo all »n2»4z2d, in that as the Solvation 
of all 1s become pyſſible, the Lord moreover 
atords urto all.fich a ſufficiency of help, in order 
to the Going what is neceifary unto an actual en-

worſt of men, who received leatt, receiving

2. The Grace of God is infinitely exalted, 
in that it is extended after an eminent manner 
to SOME in ſpecial; ſore receive Faith, and 
all ſuch other graces, as are neccilary to their 
actual Salvation, who mult aſcribe the glory 
of their Faith, Repentance and Converſ-1, thus 


fincere Obedience, and final perſeverance to the 


glory of Free-Grace. 


Here I might enlarge, and ſhew how and 
in what reſpect the Grace of God is exalted, in 
the Supporting, Refreſhing and comforting the 
believer, while in this hte diverſely exerciſed;

that Phyſical Efficient predetermination, that doth 
premove him to thoſe attions he performs, 1s ſu- 
arum attionum Dominus, doing what he doth 
moſt Freely, time would fail me; and ſince, the 
great conteſt is, rather about the Reconcilable- 
veſs of theſe, points, than about the Dommicans 
avouching them, *tis become unneceſſary; I will 
therefore procced to a 2. thing.

Alvarez, who repre- 
ſents Calvin as an oppoſer of the Dominican opt- 
mon, even when by others the ſame Calvin 
3s blam'd for eſpoaſing it. '2. Victorinss by the 
learned (but proud) Nyricus 18 revild, asf the 
denyal of that' ſtrange error contended for by 
Simon Muſeus,and himſelt,had been Pelagianiſm. 
Moreover, 3. In the preſent diſpute, How do the 
confident, on every fide, diſcover their weakneſ- 


fes by falling into the errors they pretend to re- 


ject ? Thus the Anti-Domimcans, who: deſpite 
the Predeterminants diſtinctions, for reaſons that 


-are as much againſt their own, and who in for- 


cing ſtrange conſequences from the Dogmata of 
the. Dominican, do themlelves entertain' Noti- 
ons as liable to the ſame abſurdities. How much 
is faid againlt all thoſe who are ey for an Im- 
mediate 'concourſe, not by the Dominican ' only, 
bur allo by the Derandis, and what is conſide- 
rable 1s this, "That the Reverend Mr. B. in his 
i : ie pr pool | - Cathol. 
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moſt unanſwerably againſt them, in the follow 
ing words. © It furpaſſeth my underſtanding to 
© conceive, what it 1s for God Phyſice influere in 
* actum immediate, © non in potentiam ſen ire 
* tutem agentem: Nor how he can be ſaid to 
© move the faculties to act, that doth cauſe the at, 
© and not meddle with (and therefore not move) 
© the Faculty. Nor know I how an A& immed;- 
© ately (and not the Agent) can be the rerminus 
© of a Phyſical Motion. But fince Daurandas is 
the man who ſeems to have an advantage above 
all others, I will inſtance ozely in him : whom 
Bellarmine has prov'd to affert what neceffarily 
infer's Deum operari omnia peccata.

Thus many an hundred years have been ſpent 
in theſe inquiries, by ſuch as have been both too 
curious and confident ; and what was the fruit of 
all their labours, but in ſome, confuſren and 
much torment ; in others, viz. the more judicious 
and ſober, juſt _ enough to ſee their Ignorance, 
and the truth of this, viz. that there was a Prc- 
vidence, a Fate ; which in Laertins his Zeno 1s 
Ratio per quam mundus adminiſtratur ; and that 
notwithſtanding this Fate or Providence, man 


. was not ſo diveſted of his rational /iberty, as to 


be by force compel'd to a violation of the Laws. 
From all which, I thus argue. 'That either ve 
muſt be modeſt in our inquiry after theſe things; 
or give our weak underſtandings the liberty of rave- 
ling into the whole of this Labyrinth; If the 
Second, then there remaineth nothing but obſcu- 
rity, confuſion and torment, 1f not, through raſh- 
neſs, much error, and our time ſpent in contra- 
dicting, reviling, and ſeverely cenfuring each 
other ad infinitum : But if the Firſt, if we m_

be modeſt, then ſurely , enough may be faid 
_evenin favour of the Dominicans, to ſhew, that 
Phyſical Predetermination, as- Preſcience, , doth 
but infer, a Logical neceſſity, which neceſſity 1s 
conſiſtent enough, in the judgment of all, with 
Humane Liberty. 'The product of all which 
will be this, viz. Thar ſuch are the :ranſatfions 
of God with er, fo infmitely wiſe, fo uſt, 10 
Equal, fo Holy, and yet ſo merciful and Graci- 
ous, that none, no not thoſe who are to be 
condemned unto-Erernal Miſery, will have one 


word to offer againſt God. | 


Oh! How Inhnite is the Freeneſs of his Grace ! 


. Thus, 1 have further ſhewn, the Grace of 
God to be fo infinitely glorious , that there is 
nothing ir thoſe profound points about Prede- 
termination , &c.-—-when modeſtly aflerted, that 
can in the. leaſt blemiſhit , I fay, when modeſtly 
aſſerted ; becatife ſuch as are too confident, and 
peremptory in their determinations about this point, 
which 18 as dark and as myſterious as any mm 
the whole body of Divinity, may ſuddenly break 
the bounds, and come too near the Mount to 
their own hurt. _ <2 op 
For although a Predetermination is moſt clear- 
ly Revealed in Scripture, yet whether by a Phy- 
fical efficient-premotion to this finful action, ra- 
ther than to that,isnot ſo obvious. Apredetermina- 
t:0n there 1s; but whether St. Auſtin, Proſper and 


Fulgentius had not righter apprehen{gons of it, 


than 
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than the Dominicans, who differ from St. Auſtin 
in ſeveral reſpects as Fanſenius in his Auguſtinus 
de Grat. Chriſt. Salvat. lib. 8. c. 1. &C.-——- 
hath unanſwerably proved, 18 no impertinent 
Lurry. 

But without any further determination of 
theſe incomprehen(ible dithculties, as I have be- 
gun, fo Vie end both this Chaprer and 'T'reatiſe 


with oſ# neceſſary and concerning truths, which 


as they are fo /eſf-evident as to be known to the 
Heathen, in like manner they are ſuch as add 
to the 1//uſtrating Free-Grace.

I have ſhewn, 
Thar the Ele&1on of [ome unto Grace, and Glory, 
even when others are palied by, but left as ſelf 
condemned wretches, 1s of Grace. That the 
Covenant tran{a&on,between the Farher and the 
Son from all Eternity, conjidered in its particu- 
lars, adds light unto this profound myſtery : That 
God the Son ſhould ailume humane nature, and 
in that nature, lie under both the Guilt and 
puniſhment of fin is admirable ; and that the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt thoulſd be given the elect 
believer in order to Kis actual entrance into to 
Gloriesot God 1s no lefs ſurprifing. That Grace is 
otiered all, and although rejected by all, yet ac- 
zually grren ſome, m {uch circumſtances that the 


honour of :o!l Gods other attributes 1s ſer forth 


with the greater Luſtre, is alſo of Grace. In the . 


doing all which, to the end, I might, accordin 

to the Goſpel of our Lord Jefus Chrilt, Vindicate 

God, from thoſe blaſphcmous, and unworthy

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abuſes are caſt on his pure Majeſty by the Antines 
ian; 1 have proved, that zo jpor of fm was ever 
on the Lord Chriſt, He never was ſtained with 
the filth of any evil, neither are the Elet# ſantti- 
, feed by an imparting or an imputing the ſubjefive 
| Intrinſecal Holineſs of Chriſt unto them ; nor,are 
they  a&ually juſtified in God's ſight, while under 
the pravalcncy of unbelief : Moreover, in oppo- 
fition to the Arminian,l have evinced, That God, 
in giving Grace unto the Elef,converts them by 
the Irreſiſtible power of his Holy Spirit, which, 
although fo neceſlary to our converſion, 
that none are favingly engaged to believe in 
Chriſt without it, yet doth it not lay 92a» under 
any unnatural violence,but ſweetly draws him un- 
to our blefled Jeſus. Whence it follows that al- 
though mans deſirucion 1s of himſelf, his conver- 
ſion and Salvation 1s wholly of Free-grace. And in 
hne, that no Debauchee or Atheiſt may have the 
leaſt pretence for the abuſes he may calt on God, 
as if there had been any want of Grace in him, 
I have prov'd that the Dominican Hypotheſis, 
which ſeems moſt liable to exception, if »odeſtly 
(z. e. Judiciouſly) look't into, will appear to be 
Defenſible againſt thoſe reproaches are caſt on it: 
It being molt evident, that although God 1s both 
our Creator,and Preſerver, He, in whom we live, 
move, and [fave our being, yet doth he not lay 
man under a Phyſical neceſſity of ſinning;tor _ 
in 
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fin is from himſelf, as is aflerted by the 
Stoicks themſelves ; which being ſo, I will only 
add this Caution, viz. Thar, although, the Grace | 
of God is /o infinitely extended, (as hath been 
fully proved)yer tis a fin to expect the being made 
a. partaker of the ſpecial inſtances thereof, unleſs 
we incerely repent ; "Tis the Believing, Repen- 
ting, Humbled finner,that is the proper object of this 
Glorious Grace.

Popiſh miſtakes 1s deteQted; and that which fol- 
lows is a great Truth inſiſted on, wiz. The dif- 
ference there xs between Holineſs and Righteouf- 
| - — -"-. Beſs 
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neſs ; for as ſin regards the preceptive part of the 
Law, even ſo doth Holineſs ; the former being a 
diſconformity, the latter a conformity thereunto : 
And as the immediate reſult of ſm with reference 
to the retributive part of the Law 1s Unrigh- 
feouſneſs, even lo contrarily the immediate reſult 
of Holineſs is Righteouſneſs : the one Dignitas 
pune propter imobedieutiam, the other Dignitas 
premii propter obedientiam ; for contrariorum 
eadem eſt ratio : Which being ſo,we eaſily mi. y 
ſee how our fin 18 imputed unto Chriſt in its guilt, 
even when /n formally conſidered is not laid on 
him.

$ 5. I have moreover inſiſted on the different 
apprehenſions the old Phzloſophers entertain con- 
cerning thoſe mſuperable difhcuities that are 
about Predetermination, &c. thereby to intimate, 
that the confident Schoolmen, and their ſeveral 
Sectators, do bur attum agere, and conſume their 
ſtrength on needleſs Controverſies, to the great 
diſadvantage of true Religion. Theſe acting in 
Divinity, as our Virtuoſi do in Philoſophy, who,by 


a zealous attempt to eſtabliſh their new dogmata\,. 


( as they call them ) donot walk in any untrod- 
den paths ; The Copernican Hypotheſis about the 
'2n0tton of. the Earth, as alſo the learned Fancies 
about the Earth, and Inhabitants that are faid to 
Þbe in the Moon, as well as that ſo/id Truth about 
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the Antipodes, ſo much reproached by Laftantins, 


were all known in C:cero's, if not in Plato's, 'or

will believe *em ) acquaint you with the parti- 


cular methods of God in creating and conſerving | 


all Beings, ſhewing How, or after what particu- 


lar manner every natural effe&t is produc'd; and. 


the Schoolmen are as expreſs in demonſtrating 
the particular modes of Divine. concourſe , not 
only unto every good, but alſo unto every ſmful 


Atticn ; though {ti]lir muſt be aſſerted, that the 


difficulties which occur unto both in theſe at- 
tempts, are moſt certainly uncapable of a clear, 
diſtm&, and ſatisfying Solution ; for which rea- 
fon the vanity of each in their Eſſays, 1s equally 
to be neglected ; for the Schoolmen are as vain, 
and conſequently as liable unto juſt rebukes, as 
are the New Philoſophers ; Do the New Philoſs- 
phers revive the old Degmata of the Heathen ? 
fo do the Schoolmen : Do the New Philoſophers 
dilturb the world with their learned Folly ? fo 
do the Schoclmen. And muſt the New Phzloſo- 
Pher be ſeverely checkt for his Preſumption in 
Fbiloſophy? then ſurely, much more ſo muſt the 
Schoolman for his greater confidence wm. Divinity. 
For, might Divinity be freed from the perplexing

Theſe things being ſo, nothing more un- 
doubtedly true, than that, as the Errors I oppoſe 
are diſcountenanced by the generality of the 
learned and judicious Proteſtant, even lo, it bigh- 
ly concerns all ſuch, as would adhere unto rhe 
Proteſtant DoCtrines, to beware, how they cloſe 
with the contrary Errors, concerning which, I 
would the rather Caution the well-meaning , but 


' weak Chriſtian , for theſe following Rea- 


ſons. 


1. The aſſerting the Filth of Sin , as *ris 
ſomewhat diſtin&t both from the Guilt and 
Puniſhment of Sin, to have been laid on Chriſt, 
doth not only expoſe our blefled Lord and Re- 
deemer to the wortt of Reproaches, but wholly 
incapacitate him for the accompliſhing: fallen 
man's ſalvation. For if our Faults or Sins be 
made Chriſts, then Chriſt muſt have ſuffered for 
his own Sins, whereby he would have been 
made uncapable of ſuffering for ours ; yea, and 
whereby he would have needed daily ro have 
offered for his own Sins firſt, contrary to that 1n 
Hebrews 7. 27. But, 
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' 2. The concluding the Fault and Guilt to 


be the ſame thing, or which 15 much the ſame, 
the Guilt to be the formal nature of Sin , as 
it 15 a Notion attended with the Abfurdittes bur 
now hinted, if it be ſaid to be laid on Chriſt, 
even ſo, it 18 moreover but in order to the in- 
troducing ſeveral dangeroufly Popiſh Errors, v1Z.

. The aſſerting the Eledt , quatenus, or 
as Ele, to be pardoned in the womb, and 
to be freed from the Filrh of Sin, by Chriſt's 
taking it on himſelf, is a Doctrine that coun- 
tenances the worſt of Villanies. For if I 
actually am pardoned, in that I am Ele& , ab 
though I remain under the power of the worſt 
of Sins , what need I be any otherwiſe con- 
cerned about the ſalvation of my Soul ? What 
need | examine my heart , ſearch for fin, mourn 
over it , pray , and hear the Word, or abſtain 
from any Debaucheries , for that, if I received 
not a Pardoy with my Being , 1 ſhall never 
gain it ? But if I zher received it, there is no- 
thing more requiſite, than that I confidently per- 
ſuade my ſelf thar it 1s ſo, 


For theſe Reaſons, we may calily perceive 
the neceſlity there 1s , that ſuch as deſign the 
glory of God in the ſalvation of their owa 

EE ſouls, 
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fouls , Take heed, how they forſake the Pro* 
teſtant , which is the Goſpel DoGrine, and fol- 
low 70, or three , | an inconſiderable num- 
ber ] im entertaining Notions, which , if prattt- 
cally objery'd in their Principles and Conſequen- 
ces ; cannot but prove their eternal Ruine, I 
ſay , if pradtically objerved both in their Prin- 
ciples and Conſequences, becauſe I hope , that 
through a ſpecial inſtance of infinitely FREE 
GRACE, the Hearts of ſome, whole heads have 
been filled with theſe Principles I oppoſe , have 
been /o averſe from a practical cloſure with the 
diſmal conſequences that attend them , as to be 
freed from the miſthiets that otherwiſe they 


would have fallen into. Bur , although ſome, 


by an aſtomiſhing inſtance of Divine Bounty, 
may be preſerved , and conſequently, — 
a fexw good men have embraced this Error in the 
Notion, when they have hated ut in the PraGice; 


yet, 'tis an/afe , and really dangerous ventu- - 


ring on ſuch hazards ; for, although. One may 
eſcape the Contagion , yet thou may'it be in- 
fected to thy greater damage. For rhe Lord's 
ſake therefore con{ider what thou doeſt, and en- 
deavor, that thou may'{t be both ſound in thy 
Notions, and alſo in thy PraFices , for thereby 


thou wilt be in a better capacity of giving God
